‘Probably, compared with ite size, there are 
few cities in the country which have so few 
buildings constructed on the Parisian plan 
as New-York. Some hotels there are, indeed, 
that make a pretence in that direction ; tut 
not so many.as in other.smaller cities. “hed. 
the trouble with many even of these is that 
they do not furnish the sort of accommoda- 
tions needed. They generally provide simple 
“suites” of rooms—an étage, indeed—but are 
not so fitted up. with all conyemiences as to 
give their occupants independence of the 
rest of the éstablishment, and to furnish 
them with all the outward requisites of a 
comfortable and well-appointed home. 

The. same is true of some. pretentious 
houses which specifically claim to be apart- 
ment houses: in many cases they are ordi- 
nary houses altered into a series of ill-pro- 
vided flats. I¢ requires new construction 
and special adaptation to secure success im 
this matter. And so great is the demand for 
these buildings that, as is well known, the 
few lately erected in New-York were, en- 
tirely let almost before their foundations 
were laid, and it was a great favor to be al- 
lowed to occupy a set of apartments in them 
at an enormous price.

more of them constructed by architects and 
builders? It would be hard to give a satis- 
factory reason. .One may be found, perhaps, 
in the fact, that such buildings usually 
cost more than others in the original outlay;

chaser. Hence, capitalists and builders stick
